Farmer Must Distinguish Between the 
Beef and Dairy Types. 


The farmer who breeds or fee ti 
dther cattle or sheep for the block 
must not ignore the distinction be­ 
d e e n the beef-making types of cattie 
and the dairy type. or the best typo 
'f rn ut ton-producing sheep. 
He can­ 
not afford to be ignorant 
on 
theso 
points. 
They are of vital importance 
and determine profit or loss. 
Economy of production must be un"* 
der stood, and the 
successful 
stock 
owner must breed with this end 
in 
view, of making a certain amount of 
food produce 
the 
largest 
possible 
amount of gain, and such gain be rele­ 
gated to the parts desired to he fin­ 
ished according to the 
m arket 
re­ 
quirements. The prime beef type calls 
for short limbs, but a broad, straight 
back, well-sprung ribs, broad chest, 
etc., and the broad hack and ribs must 
be w-ell covered with flesh 
and 
an 
even distribution of fat. 
The heavy, 
inordinately fat animal has been driv­ 
en out of m arket by the demand for 
one of different type. 
Another point 
in favor of the distinctly beef-produc­ 
ing breeds as bred for the m arket is 
the fact that the beef of such animals 
is always superior to that of animals 
of distinctly dairy type. 
In our grand­ 
f a th e r days the excessively fat steer 
or cow, etc., was 
the 
one 
which 
topped the m arket.” avoirdupois be­ 
ing the end generally sought then—it 
was tallow versus 
beef—those 
were 
the days of 
tallow 
candles. 
Other 
means of illumination and lubrication 
have been since discovered, and dis­ 
tinctly fat or 
tallow-producing 
ani­ 
mals have been relegated to the back­ 
ground. 
A point which also must receive 
due attention, suggests the Country 
Gentleman, is reference to the age of 
animals which are to be fed for m ar­ 
ket, I. e., the block. 
The young an I 
growing animal fattens more e a s i l y 
than when grown or fully matured. As 
animals progress toward maturity, the 
gain for food consumed is much less. 
The young animal furnishes the most 
profitable carcass, and there is not a 
superabundance of fat 
w h e r e 
not 
wanted; this should receive attention. 
Early, m aturity of animals for m arket 
may be accomplished 
by 
gener ms 
feeding of such cheap, coarse foods as 
the farm 
produces, 
combined 
with 
grain enough to give a suitable ration; 
the amount of grain may be moderate, 
except in the finishing up. 
As an example of the characteristics 
of beef and dairy types, take the Jer­ 
sey or Ayrshire and compare them 
with the Hereford 
or 
Short-Horn. 
Those who are at all acquainted with 
the former will admit that the little 
Jersey was never intended to be any­ 
thing except what she is. one of the 
best butter cows bred, a tyne of the 
dairy animal. She is, as a rule, rough, 
angular and bony, and when fattened 
does not develop along the lines de­ 
manded by the market, but instead 
accumulates fat around the internal 
organs, while the 
prominent 
parts, 
back and hips, are scantily clothed 
with flesh. 
The sam e may be said of 
the Ayrshire also. 
As to food, the Jersey 
may 
con­ 
sume the same quality as the Here­ 
ford. all things being equal, and the 
gain in w'eight may be nearly the 
same, but the Jersey does not lay on 
flesh readily, and on such parts of her 
anatomy as will bring the highest 
prices. Tallow cannot compete against 
loin and rib roasts. 
The Hereford Is 
capable of taking on flesh and fat in 
the proportion required, and finishing 
up to the point of highest excellence.

Hood

finished plans and reports 
for 
the 
proposed gigantic six-mile hole to be 
bored through 
the 
Sierra 
Nevada 
mountains in California a short dis 
tam e west of the 
town of 
Truckee, 
Ails. 
The object of this great tunnel Is to 
cut down the present mountain climb 
of 7,017 feet by fully 2,000 feet, and 
thus eliminate m any of the present 
curves and milch of the grade. 
Chief 
Engineer Hood’s reports contain some 
modifications of his first series of sur­ 
veys, made some years ago, anil these 
will doubtless be approved by Presi­ 
dent Harrim an, and work, it is expect­ 
ed, will very soon be commenced on 
this great tunnel. 
It Is estimated that the tunnel will 
cost not less than $10,000,000, and that 
among other things it will cheapen the 
annual expenses of operating trains 
over the mountain division by fully 
$100,000. 
Being over 36,000 feet 
in 
length, the tunnel will be one of tin 
longest in the world, and certainly the 
longest In the United States. 
The 
longest now in existence on this con­ 
tinent is the 16,000-foot bore in the 
Cascade range In Washington on the 
Great 
Northern 
railroad.—Technical 
World.

THE DAIRY MAN AND 
THE DAIRY COW 


• 
" 
1 
Former Needs Improving as Much as the Latter — 
By C. P. Goodrich. 


G IR L S B E S T F A R M H A N D S . 


There has been a great deal of time 
end breath and talk spent on the dairy 
cow* to try to Improve her and to in­ 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
briug more profitable results. 
Now, 
this is all right; there has been none 
too much said or done in this line. 
At the same time. I will say that thoro 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. 
It is necessary that both 
should be of the right type to insure 
success. One can accomplish nothing 
without the other. 
Good dairy cows 
will bring no profit unless handled by 
a good dairyman; and a good dairy­ 
man can make no profit unless he has 
good dairy cows. 
For many years T have 
made 
a 
study of the cow; studied how to pro 
vide her with proper feed to enable 
her to do her best in giving milk; stud­ 
ied her likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 
and how she enjoys a good bed. 
I 


When he saw I xvas about to write 
down what he said, he modified it a lit­ 
tle by saying: 
“Say, I have not much 
love 
for 
them.*' 
As I looked around I saw off at the 
further end of the row of cows a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. I 
said: 
“What have you there?” 
“O,” 
he replied, “the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and pets 
and thinks the world of her. and so I 
keep her. 
But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!” 
The returns from 
the 
creamery 
showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. 
Now, does any­ 
body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
lf he 
were given the best herd of dairy cows 
in the state, they would rapidly de­ 
teriorate as dairy animals, because his 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beef herd. 
When I was attending farmers* insti­ 
tutes in the state of Michigan a few 
years ago, I talked at a meeting where

have studied the form of the best pro­ 
ducers by the hour in my own stable 
and at every other place where I bad 
opportunity. 
The cow stable is a de­ 
lightful place for the true dairyman. 
Of late years I have been studying 
men as well as cows, and I find that 
the man who dislikes the dairy cow 
and spends as little time as possible 
in her society at the cow stable, will 
not succeed well with her. If he hates 
the cow* she will hate him, and will 
not do well for him. 
If he loves his 
cow she will come to him when he re­ 
turns home from a few' days’ absence 
to be petted and talked kindly to. 
It 
reminds me of that verse in Mary's lit­ 
tle lamb: 
“What makes the lamb love Mary so? 
The eager children cried. 
Why, Mary loves the lamb you know'. 
The teacher she replied.” 
While farming is the best business 
in the world and dairying for the man 
who by nature and education is adapt­ 
ed to it. is the most profitable and sur­ 
est of bringing good returns of any 
branch of farming, there are many 
farmers who may do well with most 
kinds of live stock, always 
fail 
in 
dairying to got returns enough to pay 
for the feed their cows eat. 
In every 
place where I have taken a cow census 
of the patrons of a creamery I have 
found such men. 
In a recent census I took 
In 
this 
state I found two neighbors, one of 
whom received in returns from the 
creamery $66 per year per cow', while 
the other got only $22 per cow, just 
one-third tar much. 
The one got two 
dollarc 
for 
every 
dollar’s 
worth 
of feed 
his cow's 
ate, 
while 
the 
other 
got 
85 
cents. 
The 
one 
loved his cows, took pride in them, 
studied them, studied how to feed and 
care for them so as to give them the 
moat comfort and make them produce 
the most. 
He liked his business and 
It made him a happy man. 
The other took no pride in his cows. 
He kept them, and said, because he 
knew that to keep his farm up he must 
keep some kind of stock to eat up at 
least part of the products of the land 
to keep up the fertility. But he spent 
just as little time with his cows as pos­ 
sible and was never 
saisfied 
with 
them. 
In looking his cows over 
I 
thought I saw some symptoms of Jer­ 
sey blood and said so. 
“Yes,” he said, “I had a Jersey bull 
once.” 
Then I noticed 
some 
that 
showed a little mixture of Ayrshire 
blood. 
He said he had an Ayrshire 
once. 
Then as I spoke of some that 
had the look of Galloways he said: 
“I had a Galloway once, and they are 
the best of all.” Now if that man was 
fitted to keep any kind of live stock 
at all, It surely was not dairy stock. 
Another farmer I visited while tak­ 
ing this census I must tell you about. 
He had a large farm, good buildings, 
good horses, a fine flock of 
Shrop­ 
shire sheep and good hogs. 
When I 
came to look at his cows I saw' they 
were blocky, broad 
backed, 
beefy 
cows. I said to him: 
“You don’t like 
dairy cows?” He said emphatically: 
“I have no love for a dairy cow.” 


* there were but a few dairymen. 
But 
I talked about the dairy bow’ as well 
as I could; told how prosperous the 
Wisconsin dairymen were, how rich 
their land was and how high it sold 
and so on. 
After 
the 
meeting 
adjourned 
a 
bright, intelligent looking man came 
to me and said: 
“I have a large farm, have been In 
the beef business for many years, but 
for the past few years there is very 
little profit in it. 
Would you advise 
me to go into the dairy business?” 
I looked at the man and saw that ho 
was probably 60 years of age; I was 
in doubt of what I ought to say. 
Be­ 
fore saying anything I put my hand 
in my pocket and drew out a picture 
of Brown Bessie <1 always carry the 
picture of some famous cows) 
and 
held that before Ills eyes. 
I watched 
his countenance, but I did not see his 
eyes kindle with delight and a glow 
of enthusiasm overspread his face, as 
would have been the case had he been 
a lover of the dairy cow. 
I 
think 
Brown Bessie was the most perfect 
type of a dairy cow that I ever saw, 
and I cannot even now look at her pic­ 
ture without a quickening of the pulse. 
I said to him: 
“What do you think 
of that picture?” He said: 
“Oh, I suppose she is a very good 
cow for milk.” 
“Do you not think she is the most 
beautiful cow you ever looked at?” 
“Oh, no,” he replied, almost in tonos 
of disgust. 
“Why?” I asked. 
“She is too scrawny; too bony," he 
replied. 
Then I said: 
“Don’t you go into the dairy busi­ 
ness; you are too old to learn to love 
a dairy cow, after having spent your 
life so far In caring for and admiring 
beef animals.” 
I still believe my advice was right. 
I have seen other men who were past 
middle age make the change this man 
contemplated, and in almost every in­ 
stance it proved a losing business. 
It will be seen that although I think 
dairying the most delightful as well as 
profitable business, I do not believe in 
all trying to be dairymen, for they can­ 
not all succeed at it. 
We are sometimes told 
that 
we 
ought not to talk and preach so much 
in favor of dairying, because lf we 
induce everybody to keep more cows 
the business will be overdone 
and 
prices go down so low that no one can 
make it pay. 
But w*e need not be 
alarmed. 
The consumers 
of 
dairy 
products in cities and manufacturing 
districts are increasing faster than are 
good dairymen and good dairy cows. 
My conclusion is this: 
All 
good 
dairymen who love the 
dairy 
cow 
should increase the number and im­ 
prove the quality of their cows, and 
they will increase their profits as the 
years go by, while the men wno hate 
dairy row's and are consequently mak­ 
ing no profit out of them had better 
quit pretending to be dairymen, and lf 
there is any decent, honorable busi- 
ness that they are fitted for they bad 
I better do that. 


Men W ill Not Stay No Matter W hat 
Inducements Are Offered. 


Battle Creek, Mich.—Farmers around 
Battle Creek who expected an 
im­ 
provement in the farm labor proposi­ 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 
Not only are harvest hands as scarce 
as they were a year ago, blit they are 
even harder to get. have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make the 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 
Good farm hands are getting 
as 
high as $1.50 a day within a few miles 
of Battle Creek, with board and lodg­ 
ing thrown in, and in many cases the 
use of a horse and carriage. 
One 
farm hand, hired in Bedford 
town­ 
ship, demanded 
that 
his 
employer 
give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and the 
de­ 
mand was granted, the farmer s fam­ 
ily vacating the parlor while the har­ 
vest guest practices. 
He Is taking 
piano lessons In town, driving in with 
the farmer's horse. 
The trouble does not end with the 
Inability to secure men to work for 
hire. 
Farmers' boys are still leaving* 
the nine dollar a week jobs on the 
farm, with good food and beds. to 
coms to town and work for less, live 
in cheap lodging houses, and eat poor 
food. 
“The only available men we get at 
present,” said a Penfield farmer, “are 
men from town used to clerking 
or 
running street cars or such labor. 
A 
few days on the farm tires them all 
out, and keeps us hiring new men. 
I suppose it will shock city folks to 
hear it. but the best work on many 
farms in Calhoun county this sum­ 
mer is now' being done by women 
folks. 
The boys are anxious to go to 
town and ‘throw on dog.’ 
The girls 
are the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
It 
doesn t sound nice, does it? But what 
are you going to do when men won t 
farm out at $1.50 a day and free 
board ?”

aired and cleaned and then rolled and 
placed in a clean, dry closet where 
there are no moths. 
If there are car­ 
pets on the floors do not neglect to 
sprinkle them with camphor or some 
I other moth preventive, for the weeks 
when the house is closed provide a 
harvest for the greedy little pests. 
Bed and table linen should be put 
■ away Into the linen closet and all the 
; table and bureau covers nicely folded 


I away. 
If there is any delicately col- 
I ored upholstery it should be covered 
with cretonne slips. 
If these things 
are done it will be a small matter to 
put the house in order again.

AMERICAN COFFEE.—Real Amer­ 
ican coffee, supposedly made in the 
colonial coffee urn, is usually first 
boiled in the well known agate coffee 
pot. 
A little of all the different re­ 
cipes goes to make this coffee. 
First 
the coffee bean from across the seas, 
then a little chicory sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clarify 
the mixture, which is ‘ boiled up” 
and then “settled.” wtih a few drops 
of cold water. After that it is poured 
into the elaborate urn as if it bad 
been made there. 
FRENCH COFFEE.—The most per­ 
fect French coffee is made in the 
steam coffee pot, a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. 
The lower one 
Is filled wtih water. 
The water is 
heated by a small lamp and the steam 
generated rises to the coffee and is 
condensed In the 
upper receptacle 
and comes back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of the coffee. 
None 
of the flavor is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee is said to be 
the strongest and most delicious made 
any w here. 
ARABIAN CO FFEE—The Arabian 
coffee is delicious in flavor, due to 
the freshly roasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon. The cof­ 
fee is roasted freshly 
every 
day. 
After it is thoroughly ground up 
or 
pounded it is passed through a sieve 
and only the fine brown flour is used. 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used with two cups of 
water 
and 
boiled together with a little piece of 
cinnamon. 
It is boiled, then allowed 
to cool off and then boiled again un­ 
til it forms a thick paste; then half 
a cupful of boiling water is added, 
and the coffee is drunk in this semi 
thick state without sugar or milk. 


Apple Slump. 
Pare, core and quarter a dozen tart. 
Juicy apples, pour over them a cupful 
of hot water and place in a saucepan 
on the back of the range. 
Let them 
stand five or ten minutes, then add 
two cups molasses. Cook ten minutes, 
cover with a paste made from a heap­ 
ing pi ut of sifted flour, a teaspoonful 
of sugar and two of baking powder, 
with ‘'nough sweet milk to make a 
soft dough. 
Spread this ovt*r the ap­ 
ples, cover the kettle closely and cook 
25 minutes without uncovering. Serve 
with lemon or foamy sauce.

The palm 
family 
bears 
longer 
leaves than any other known tree. 
The Inaga palm. growing 
on 
the 
banks of the Amazon, 
has 
leaves 
which reach from 
35 to 50 feet 
in 
J length, and IO to 12 feet in breadth. 
Specimens of the talepot palm, a na­ 
tive of Ceylon, has been met with 20 
feet long and 18 feet broad. 
These 
leaves are used by 
the natives 
to 
make tents, and. thus employed, they 
make very efficient shelters from rain. 
The leaves of 
the double 
cocoanut 
palm are often 30 feet long and sev­ 
eral wide. 
The leaves of the canni­ 
bal tree of Australia resemble broad 
planks and 
are frequently 
15 feet 
long. 20 inches broad 
and I H 
feet 
thick at the base. 
These boardlike 
leaves all shoot out at the top and 
hang down so as to form a sort of 
umbrella around the stem. 
The um­ 
brella tree of Ceylon has leaves of 
such enormous size that a single one 
will cover from 15 to 20 men, 
and 
often serves as a canopy to a boat, 
or a tent for soldiers. 
A specimen 
leaf taken to England measured 36 
feet round.

Groat captains of Industry arc gen­ 
erally so much absorbed in tho pur­ 
suit of gain that they seldom, if ever, 
make a public address in which they 
em phasise the importance of 
moral 
virtues. 
Mr. Carnegie is an exception, 
since at the opening of the gymnasium 
of the University of St. Andrews, in 
Dundee, Scotland, some months ago, 
he brought out the importance 
ab­ 
staining from alcohol and tobacco as 
hindrances in the race of life. 
As the 
result of correspondence with Mr. Car­ 
negie. we are in receipt of the Dundee 
Advertiser, containing an excellent re­ 
port of his address. 
While pressing 
upon the young men the importance 
paying strict 
attention 
to 
their j those 
physical development that they might 
for a sound mind have a sound body, 
he said he should "like to call their at­ 
tention to the possibility that even 
while they reap with one hand they 
might waste with the other, that they 
might indulge in habits that neutral­ 
ized the good effects of their exercises 
"There were two such habits very 
common among the young men to day. 
The first and most serious was the 
use of alcoholics. 
A dangerous habit 
very likely to cause grievous results 
all agreed; that it could 
cause 
no 
beneficial results all agreed. 
It was 
therefore the part of wisdom to ab­ 
stain from the habit that might work 
evil and could do no good. That no ill 
effects were visible from indulgence 
during the vigorous period of youth 
rendered the danger of serious conse­ 
quences in after life still greater than 
if the ill effects were visible from the 
beginning.

BRCVDINQ FOR THE iLOOK. 


Farmer Must Distinguish Between th 


. Beef and Dairy Type*. 


The. farmer who breeds or feelj 


?lther cattle or sheep for the block 
must not ignore the distinction be- 
tween the beef-making types of cattle 
and the dairy type, or the best typo 
»f mutton-producing sheep. 
He can 


not afford to be ignorant 
on these 


points. They are of vital importance 
and determine profit or loss. 


Economy of production must be ur> 


derstood, and the 
successful 
stock 


owner must breed with this end in 
view, of making a certain amount o 
food produce 
the 
largest 
possible 


amount of gain, and such gain be rele- 
gated to the parts desired to be fln 
Ished according to the 
market 
re 


quirements. The prime beef type calls 
for short limbs, but a broad, straight 
back, well-sp-ung ribs, broad chest 
etc., and the broad back and ribs musl 
be well covered with fiesh and 
an 


even distribution of fut. 
The heavy 


inordinately fat animal has been drlv 
en out of market by the demand for 
one of different type. Another poln 
in favor of the distinctly beef-produc 
ing breeds as bred for the market is 
the fact that the beef of such animals 
Is always superior to that of animals 
of distinctly dairy type. In our grand 
fathers' days the excessively fat steer 
or cow, etc., was 
the 
one which 


"topped the market," avoirdupois be 
ing the end generally sought then—it 
was tallow versus beef—those 
were 


the days of tallow 
candles. 
Other 


means of illumination and lubilcatioa 
have been since discovered, and dis 
tinctly fat or 
tallow-producing anl 


mala have been relegated to the back 
ground. 


A point which also must receive 


due attention, suggests the Country 
Gentleman, Is reference to tho age of 
animals which are to be fed for mar- 
ket, i. e., the block. The young and 
growing animal fattens moie easily 
than when grown or fully matured. As 
animals progress toward maturity, the 
gain for food consumed is much less. 
The young animal furnishes the most 
profitable carcass, and there is not a 
superabundance of fat 
where 
not 


wanted, this should receive attention. 
Early, maturity of animals for market 
may be accomplished by 
generous 


feeding of such cheap, coarse foods as 
the farm 
produces, combined with 


grain enough to give a suitable ration; 
the amount of grain may be moderate, 
except In the finishing up. 


As an example of the characteristics 


of beef and dairy types, take the Jer- 
sey or Ayrshire and compare them 
with the Hereford 
or 
Short Horn. 


Those who are at all acquainted with 
the former will admit that the llttlo 
Jersey was ne^er intended to be any- 
thing except what she is, one of the 
best butter cows bred, a tyne of the 
dairy animal 
She Is, as a ruie. tough, 


angular and bony, anil when fattened 
does not develop along the linos de- 
manded by the market, but Instead 
accumulates fat around the Internal 
organs, while the 
prominent 
parts, 


back and hips, are scantily clothed 
with flesh The same may he said of 
the Ayrshire also. 


As to food, tho Je'rsey 
may 
con- 


sume the same quality as tbe Here- 
ford, all things being equal, and the 
gain in weight may be nearly the 
same, but the Jersey does not lay on 
flesh readily, and on such parta of her 
anatomy as will bring the highest 
prices Tallow cannot compete against 
loin and rib roasts. The Hereford Is 
capable of taking on flesh and fat In 
the proportion required, and finishing 
up to the point of highest excellence.

Both of these small 
houses, _saya 


the Prairie Farmer, are designed for 
field use where hogs are put out to 
pasture and require some sort of pro- 
tection from heat and storm. 
Many 


who use similar houses report that 
they have no trouble in housing hogs 
in them throughout the winter.

Pacific Railroad. 


* The boring of what will be the long- 
est tunnel in the United States, and 
one of the longest in the world, has 
very recently been determined upo» 
by the Central Pacific Railroad 
com- 


pany. 


Chief Engineer William Hood has 


finished plans and reports 
for 
the 


proposed gigantic six-mile hole to be 
bored through 
the ' Sierra 
Nevada 


mountains In California a short dla 
tance west of the town ot Truckee, 
Arlu. 


The object of this great tunnel is to 


cut down the present mountain climb 
of 7,017 feet by fully 2,000 feet, and 
thus eliminate many of the present 
curves and milch of the grade. Chief 
Engineer Hood's reports contain some 
modifications of his first series of sur- 
veys, made some years ago, and these 
will doubtless be approved by Presi- 
dent Harrlman, and work, it is expect- 
ed, will very soon be commenced on 
this great tunnel. 


It is estimated that the tunnel will 


cost not less than $10,000,000, and tha 
among other things it will cheapen the 
annual expenses o< operating train 
over the mountain division by fully 
1100,000. 
Being over 36,000 feet 
in 


length, the tunnel will be one of the 
longest in the world, and certainly the 
longest in the United States. 
The 


longest now in existence on this con 
tlneut is the 16,000-foot bore in the 
Cascade range in Washington on th 
Great Northern railroad.—Technica 
World.

I believe our constitution should deal 
with fundamental principles of govern- 
ment; with ordinances and provisions 
of a permanent nature, those essential 
to nxe and property. To these, most 
conscientious and intelligent attention 
must be given. 


The constitution will include a Bill of 
Rights, in which there should be writ- 
ten those political truths 
already 
worked out in the progressive history 
of representative government. These 
fundamental 
principles and proven 
political truths should be planted so 
deeply and intelligently into the founda- 
tion of our state's government that the 
absolute guarantee is given to the citi- 
sen, that every right and opportunity 
necessary to his peace, prosperity and 
happiness shall irrevocably be hts for 
all time. 
In constructing a constitution the 
people should differentiate 
between 
state organic law or constitutional re- 
quirements and statutory enactments. 
The people will remember that state 
legislatures may pass any law that the 
federal constitution or its own state 
constitution does not prohibit, while 
the 
national 
congress 
may only 
pass such laws as it is permitted to pass 
by the federal constitution. 
There 
should not be too much included in the 
constitution, but it must, most posi- 
tively, be seen to that it does not lack 
anything or contain anything, so that 
in the coming legislatures of the state 
it will ever occur, that the people's de- 
sires will be frustrated by the dictum: 
"Unconstitutional." 
But my fellow citizens, in this day 
of 
Commercialism, when predatory 
wealth has such a gluttonous hand at 
the throats of the people, and organ- 
ized greed is so firmly intrenched, and 
the gates of wicked opportunity are 
opened so wide to the grafters, there 
are several questions of transcendant 
importance that must not wait for pos- 
sible corrupt legislatures to pass upon. 
I respectfully submit to you my views 
on some of these vital questions, and, 
in the event you sustain them by send- 
ing me to the constitutional conven- 
tion, I shall struggle with all the 
strength of my being, to secure their 
enactment into an intelligent and ef- 
fective law. 


INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 
That government which stays closest 
to the people is the moat ideal and less 
apt to get beyond control. 
Therefore 
the initiative and referendum is the 
best safeguard against the government 
f 


etting beyond the reach of the people, 
would advocate these principles be- 
cause they give to the people the right 
to initiate, accept or reject legislation. 
These principles would serve as a death 
blow to the lobbyist's corrupting in- 
fluence, which has proved such a men- 
ace to equitable and just legislation. 


FREE SCHOOLS

To that end I would favor es- 
tablishing and maintaining, for as long 
a period as possible, in each year, a 
free school system. 
The state should 
manufacture and furnish free, or at 
cost, uniform school books, by this 
means breaking the shackles of the 
text book trust. 


SCHOOL FUND. 
Some estimate that Oklahoma will 
own practically fifty million dollars for 
school purposes. 
This should be zeal- 
ously guarded. 
If handled judiciously 
it will guarantee a perpetual school 
fund. 
I would favor a bonded school- 
land commission, elected by the people, 
to see that this fund is not in any way 
misappropriated. 
I would favor in- 
vesting the five million dollars given to 
the state for a permanent school fund 
in the very best county, state, munici- 
pal and school district bonds, provided 
same cannot be invested in coal lands 
as hereinbelow advocated. 
I would 
also advocate the retention of all school 
lands now owned by the state; and that 
the revenues from these lands, togeth- 
er with the interest derived from the 
above mentioned five million dollars 
shall constitute the available school 
funds of the state. 


COAL LANDS. 
In this connection I would advocate, 
above all, the appointment of a com- 
mission to negotiate with the Indian 
tribes and federal government for the 
coal lands, exclusively for school par- 
poses. This commission to be empow- 
ered to appropriate the five million dol- 
lar school fund, or any part thereof, 
in obtaining said coal lands. This would 
be an ideal investment; because, first, 
it would prevent the railroads from 
owning and operating said mines and j 
controlling the price of coal (cheap fuel 
inevitably resulting). 
Second, the rev- 
enues derived from said lands would 
vastly enrich the state school fund. 
In the event the state should obtain 
possession of the c^al lands, I would 
favor dealing separately with the sur- 
face, dividing same into homesteads 
and town lots and offering same for 
sale, giving parties residing thereon 
the preference right of purchase. 


CORPORATIONS AND TRUSTS. 
The constitution should contain an 
iron clad anti-trust provision. There 
should be a corporation commission, 
elected by the people, such commission 
to be empowered to exercise all neces- 
sary supervision of corporations, in- 
cluding railroads; to see that corpora- 
tion charters are obeyed to the letter; 
that rebates and discriminations do not 
occur without just punishment; to 
compel, by the aid of the courts, strict 
obedience of the laws enacted for the 
protection of patrons, employes and 
honest competition. I would favor a 
clause* which shall forever put a check 
to immunity pleas of individual mem- 
bers of law-breaking- corporations. 


I would favor not only fining the 


abstract corporation, for violation of 
the anti-trust law, but the imprison- 
ment of promoters of all criminal cor- 
porations. 
The constitution should forbid any 
railroad or other corporation to do 
more than acquire an easement on any 
land, and then only on such land as is 
necessary to furnish right of way, 
station grounds, or for shops or for 
some other necessary department of 
the corporation. And should the corpo- 
ration abandon its legitimate business, 
or have its charter forfeited, then the 
use and occupancy of said land shall 
revert to the original grantor, or his 
heirs or assigns. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION. 
The constitution should make it a 


criminal offense, punishable by impris- 
onment, for any public official to use 
or cause to be used free transportation 
from any corporation doing business in 
the state. 


FACTORY AND MINE INSPECTION. 
The constitution should provide for 
factory and mine inspection; state in- 
spectors to be men who know from 
actual experience or training how to 
ascertain and correct abuses, ao often 
prevalent in factory and mine. 


CHILD LABOR. 
I am opposed to the youth of our 
land being prematurely employed in the 
mines and factories. There should be 
a constitutional provision protecting 
the boys and girls of the state in this 
respect. 


FELLOW SERVANT LAW. 
I favor a just and equitable fellow 
servant law. Common justice dictates 
that an employer should be responsible 
for the neglect or carelessness of any 
agency which he puts into operation or 
service; just as an employer is respon- 
sible for damages that occur from bad 
machinery, just so he should be held to 
liability for all damages that result 
from careless and incompetent labor- 
ers. 
Furthermore, the right of action 
to recover damages for injury or death 
should never be abrogated and the 
amount recoverable should never be 
subject to" any statutory limitation. 
< 


RIGHT HOURS. 
! 


The labor party should be respected 


in their demand that eight hours shall. 
constitute a day's work in all under- 
ground mines and all works carried on ' 
by the state, county or municipal gov-, 
eminent. When a man works the year 
'round, eight hours is enough. 
i 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS. 


I believe the constitutional conven- 
tion should memorialize congress to re- 
move all the restrictions from all the 
lands of the tribal citizens except the 
homestead of full bloods, and to take 
from the Secretary of the Interior the 
control of the full bloods, and permit 
the proper courts of Oklahoma to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over them in the 
matter of the remo\ al of his home- 
stead restrictions. 


LAND MONOPOLY. 
No corporation, whatsoever, should 
be permitted to buy and hold land for 
profit. The great mass of industrious 
farmers of our state should own and 
control the land interest, and the con- 
stitution should provide that no cor- 
poration, company or individual shall 
hoard up lands for speculative purposes. 
Nothing should deter Oklahoma becom- 
ing a land of many homes, and to that 
end my very best intelligence and most 
conscientious efforts would be pledged 
to secure a suitable enactment looking 
to the dethronement of the land and 
lease grafter. 


ALIEN LAND LAW. 
There should be incorporated into I 
our state structure an alien land law. 
Foreign corporations and capitalists 
should not be permitted to gobble up 
the land of our state thereby destroy- 
ing the opportunity of our people to 
own homes. 


A frienu remarked thata country not 
good enough for aliens to live in, la too 
good to steal in. That is true. 


GOOD ROADS. 


• A good road system is a monument 
to industry and thrift. 
If ever a peo- 
ple needed and deserved good roads, 
those of the Indian Territory section of 
the new state do. 
If elected your del- 
egate I will with all the energy and 
capability I possess, work toward the 
end of establishing and maintaining 
good roads. 
The constitution should 
make it mandatory upon the legislature 
to establish a road system. 


CONVICT LABOR. 


Convicts commit crime against the 
state and their labor should, as far as 
possible, redound to the public benefit. 
I hold that convict labor should be em- 
ployed altogether on public works, un- 
less in timS-of emergency. I am unal- 
terably opposed to convict labor com-1 
pet ing with honest labor. The states 
of Kentucky, Tennessee, the Carolinas, 
Georgia ana Texas make the most ex- 
tensive use of their convicts at road 
building. This manner of road con- 
struction in these and other states 
range from sixteen to sixty cents per 
day. I believe that utilizing convict 
labor on the public roads wijl lessen 
the burden of taxation—certainly not 
an objectionable result. 


TRANSFER OF CONVICTS. 


If it can be done economically, I fa- 


vor having transferred as soon as 
practicable, all able 
bodied 
Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory convicts 
from the northern prisons, said con- 
victs to be employed on public roads 
where they are most needed. 


TAXES. 
I believe that the part of the state 


now known vis Indian Territory, which 
will enter statehood existence free of 
debt, should have established for all 
purposes per year a maximum tax rate, 
which should apply alike to the Okla- 
homa Territory part of the state when 


the counties included in-that division 
should become free of debt. It is diffi- 
cult to determine at this time just what 
such rate should be, but certainly not 
greater than the tax rate in any other 
agricultural 
state of like financial 
strength and with respectable credit. 
I would advocate the most conscien- 
tious attitude in providing only for the 
most economical 
government. 
The 
building of luxurious statehouses and 
expensive courthouses should be dis- 
couraged. 
Every citizen between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years 
should pay a poll tax. This should be 
applied to the common school fund. 


INTANGIBLE ASSET LAW. 
I would favor an intangible asset law 
closely akin if not identical to that of 
Texas. I have not yet mastered that 
law but it has been named as except- 
ionally strong by the best Demacratic 
thought. 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 
In every county there should be main- 
tained an equalization board, whose 
duty will be to revise the assessment 
rolls and correct any and all inequali- 
ties that might occur. 


HOMESTEAD EXEMPTIONS. 
Homestead and other exemption laws 
are essential to the protection of the 
mothers and children. These are our 
first creditors. I would favor a liberal 
exemption law of both country and ur- 
ban homes. 
Farming implements and 


household furniture should be exempt. 
The homestead should not be mortgaged 
or otherwise ineumbered for any other 
purpose than for purchase money or 
for money expended for improvements. 


INTEREST RATES. 


A clause governing rates of interest 
should be adopted. Good authorities 
advocate ten per cent as 
a maxi- 


mum amount 
for interest charged 
upon notes, and six per cent as a reg- 
ular legal rate upon open accounts and 
all indebtedness where the rate is not 
agreed upon and reduced to writing. A 
violator of this law, whether direct or 
indirect, should forfeit the interest 
charged and suffer in addition to this 
an appropriate punishment. 


INJUNCTIONS. 


Many courts of the land have abused 
their right to issue injunctions. The 
Colorado scandal is a shameful monu- 
ment to this abuse. I would earnestly 
advocate that the state constitution 
shall restrict the power of the courts 
to issue injunctions. 


BUCKET SHOPS. 
The price of farm products should 


not be influenced by trie operation of 
stock gamblers. And there should be 
a constitutional provision prohibiting it. 


ELECTIONS. 
Holding steadfastly to the principles 
of Democracy, I would advocate the 
establishment of a blanket primary 
election law, by which the people may 
directly express their preference for all 
public servants. 


RIGHT Or BBCALL. 
It you should employ an attorney or 
an agent to serve you in any capacity 
you have aright to discharge him when 
he ceases to do this. I advocate that 
the people should have the same right 
in relation to their public servants. I 


I think the constitution should stand for 
. the right of recall. 
I 
THE RACE QUESTION. 
Unquestionably it is the unanimous 
decision of all Democrat* and gentle* 
men in this defecate district that there 
should always oe an absolute socia 
segregation of the negro from the In 
dian and whites. Of course, I would 
favor separate schools, separate coaches 
and separate waiting rooms.' 
I believe with all my heart that no 


man should ever dare to ask the people 
for a position of trust when he does 
not fully take them into his confidence.

'THE DAIRY MAN AND 


THE DAIRY COW 


Former X9**ds Improving aa Mnch aa the Latter 
By C. P. Goodrich. 


There has been a great deal of time 


and breath and talk spent on the dairy 
«ow. to try to improve her and to in- 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
brine* more profitable results. Now, 
this 1* ail right; there has been none 
too much said or done in this line. 
At the same time, I will say that there 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. It is necessary that both 
ahould b« of the right type to insure 
jBuccess. One can accomplish nothing 
without the other. Good dairy cows 
'will bring no profit unless handled by 
a good dairyman, and a good dairy- 
man can make no profit unless he has 
food dairy cows 
For many years I have 
made a 


atudy of the cow, studied how to pro- 
vide her with proper feed to enable 
her to do her best in giving milk; sti».l- 
ied her likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 
and how she enjoys a good bed. 
I 


When he saw X was about to write 


down what he said, he modified it a lit- 
tle by saying: 


"Say, I have not much love for 


them." 
As I looked around I saw off at the 


'further end of the row of cows a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. I 
said: "What have you there?" "O," 
he replied, "the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and peta 
and thinks the world of her, and so I 
keep her. But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!" 


The returns from 
the 
creamery 


showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. 
Now, does any* 


body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
If he 


were given the best herd of dairy cows 
in the state, they would rapidly de- 
teriorate as dairy animals, because his 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beef herd. 


When I was attending farmers' insti- 


tutes in the state of Michigan a few 
years ago, I talked at a meeting where

have studied the form of the best pro 
•lucers by the hour In my own stable 
and at every other place where I had 
opportunity 
The cow stable Is a de- 


lightful place for the true dairyman 


Of late years I have been stud) ing 


men as well as cows, and I find that 
the man who dislikes the dairy cow 
and spends as little time as possible 
in her society at the cow stable, will 
not succeed well with her. If he hates 
the cow she will hate him, and will 
not do well for him 
If he loves his 


cow she will come to him when he re- 
turns home from a few days' absence 
to be petted and talked kintilv to 
It 


reminds me of that verse in Mary's lit- 
tle lamb 
"What makes the lamb love Mary so? 


The eager children cried 


^Why, Mary loves the lamb >ou know. 


The teacher she replied " 
While farming is the best business 


in the world and dairying for the man 
who by nature and education Is adapt- 
ed to it, is the most profitable and sur- 
est of bringing good returns of any 
branch of farming, there are many 
farmers who may do well with most 
kinds of live stock, always 
fail 
in 


dairying to get returns enough to pay 
for the feed their cows eat. In every 
place where I have taken a cow census 
of the patrons ot a creamery I have 
lound such men. 


In a recent census I took in this 


<Btate I found two neighbors, one of 
rwhora received In returns from the 
creamery $66 per year per cow, while 
the other got only $22 per cow, just 
jOne-third as- much. The one got two 
'dollars 
for 
every 
dollar's worth 


>of feed his cows ate, 
while the 


other 
got 
85 
cents. 
The 
one 


iloved his cows, took pride In them, 
studied them, studied how to feed and 
care for them so as to give them the 
most comfort and make them produce 
the most 
He liked his business and 


it made him a happy man 


The other took no pride In his cows. 


He kept them, and said, because he 
knew that to keep his farm up he must 
keep some kind of stock to eat up at 
least part of the products of the land 
to keep up the fertility. But he spent 
lust as little time with his cows as pos- 
sible and was never 
ealsfled 
with 


them 
In looking his cows over 
I 


thought I saw some symptoms of Jer 
Bey blood and said so 
"Yes," he said, "I had a Jersey bull 


once." Then I noticed some 
that 


showed a little mixture of Ayrshire 
blood. He said he had an Ayrshire 
once. Then as I spoke of some that 
had the look of Galloways he said 
"I had a Galloway once, and they arc 
the best of all." Now If that man was 
fitted to keep any kind of live stock 
at all, It surely was not dairy stock. 


Another farmer I visited while tak- 


ing this census I must tell you about. 
He had a large farm, good buildings, 
good horses, a fine flock of Shrop- 
shire sheep and good hogs. When I 
came to look at his cows I saw they 
were blocky, broad 
backed, 
beefy 


cow*. I said to him: "You don't like 
dairy cows?" He said emphatically: 


"I have no love for a dairy cow." 


there were but a few dairymen 
But 


I talked about the dair> tow as well 
as I could, told how prosperous the 
Wisconsin dairymen weie how rich 
their land was and how high it sold 
and so on. 


After 
the meeting adjourned 
a 


bright, intelligent looking man camo 
to me and said 


"I have a large farm, have been In 


the beef business for many >ears, but 
for the past few jeai-s there is very 
little profit in it. Would jou nd\ise 
me to go Into the dairy business0 ' 


I looked at the man and saw that he 


was probably 60 yeais of use I was 
in doubt of what I ought to snv 
rie- 


fore saying anything I put my hand 
in my pocket and diew out a picture 
of Brown Bessie (I alwujs carrj the 
picture of some famous cows) 
and 


held that before his e>es 
I watched 


his countenance but I did not see his 
eyes kindle with delight and a glow 
of enthusiasm overspread his face, as 
would have been the case had he been 
a lover of the daiiy cow 
1 think 


Brown Bessie was the most peifect 
type of a dairy cow that I ever saw, 
and I cannot even now look at her pic- 
ture without a quickening of the pulse. 
I said to him 
"What do you think 


of that picture'" He said- 


"Oh, I suppose she is a very good 


cow for milk." 


"Do you not think she Is the most 


beautiful cow you ever looked at'" 


"Oh, no," he replied, almost in tones 


of disgust. 


"Why'" I asked. 
"She is too sciawny; too bony," he 


replied. 


Then I said: 
"Don't you go into the dairy busi- 


ness; you are too old to learn to love 
a dairy cow, after having spent your 
life so far In cailng for and admiring 
beef animals " 


I still believe my advice was right. 


I have seen other men who wete past 
middle age make the change this man 
contemplated, and in almost every In- 
stance it proved a losing business 


It will be seen tliat although I think' 


dairying the most delightful as well as 
profitable business, I do not believe in 
all trying to be dairymen, for they can- 
not all succeed at It. 


We are sometimes told that 
we 


ought not to talk and preach so much 
In favor of dairying, because if we 
Induce everybody to keep more cows 
the business will be overdone 
and 


prices go down so low that no one pan 
make It pay. But we need not be 
alarmed. The consumers of dairy 
products In cities and manufacturing 
districts are increasing faster than are 
good dairymen and good dairy cows. 


My conclusion la this: 
All good 


dairymen who love the 
dairy cow 


should increase the number and im- 
prove the quality of their cowa, and 
they will increase their profits as the 
years go by, while the men wno hate 
dairy cows and are consequently mak- 
ing no profit out of {hem had better 
quit pretending to be dairymen, and If 
there is any decent, honorable busi- 
ness that they are fitted for they had 
batter do that 


GIRLS BEST FARM HANDS. 


Men Will Not Stay No Matter What 


Inducements Are Offered* 


Battle Creek, Mich..—Farmers around 


Battle Creek who expected an 
im- 


provement in the farm labor proposi- 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 


Not only are harvest hands aa scarce 
as 'they were a year ago, but they are 
even harder to get, have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make the 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 


Good farm hands are gettinq; 
as 


high as $1.60 a day within a few miles 
of Battle Creek, with Aboard and lodg- 
ing thrown in, and in' many cases the 
Use of a horse and carriage. 
One 


farm hand, hired in Bedford 
town- 


ship, demanded 
that his employer 


give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and the de- 
mand was granted, the farmer's fam- 
ily vacating the parlor while the har- 
vest guest practices. 
He is taking 


piano lessons in town, driving in with 
the farmer's horse. 


The trouble does not end with tho 


inability to secure men to work for 
hire. Farmers' boys are still leaving' 
the nine dollar a week jobs on the 
farm, with good food and beds, to 
corns to town and work for less, live 
in cheap lodging houses, and eat poor 
food 


"The only available men we get at 


present," said a Penfleld farmer, "are 
men from town used to clerking or 
running street cais or such labor 
A 


few days on the farm tires them all 
out, and keeps us hiring new men 
I suppose it will shock city folks to 
hear it, but the beat wotk on many 
farms In Calhoun county this sum- 
mer Is now being done by women 
folks. The boys are anxious to go to 
town and 'throw on dog' The girls 
aio the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
It 


doesn't sound nice, does if 
But what 


aie you going to do when men won't 
farm out at $150 a day and free 
boaid?" 


WHIN THB HOUSE IS CLOSED.

jesty the absolute king of bivalves In 
all the woild wheie oysters have been 
known, from the wonderful ojsters of 
Britain, enjoyed by the Romans, down 
to the little cove oyster that grew in 
a modest way around Fair Haven, 
none has ever been known that can 
compare with this great ojster of the 
Columbia.

turning to find everything coated with 
dust. And she retains distinct recol- 
lections of the real work entailed in 
the dusting and 
shining processes

A little trouble given to the packing 


away of certain things before the 
house is closed will make all the dif- 
ference In the world when the time 
comes for reopening the house.

haps the most essential thing Is to 
make, sure that no sewer gas will get 
into the house while the pipes are un- 
used. The best plan is to give all the 
;>lpes in the house a good washing out 
with hot suds to 
which has 
been 


added some washing soda; then let 
the water run through for some min- 
utes. 
Pour glycerine into the pipes 


just before leaving. It Is not readily 
absorbed and 
Is an excellent pre- 


ventive against the poisonous gas.

with any mateiial that will keep out 
the dust should be In good condition 
when the family retuina, for theie Is 
no moisture in the service pipes to 
cause discoloration or rust.

AMERICAN COFFEE—Real Amer- 


ican coffee, supposedly made in the 
colonial coffee urn, Is usually first 
boiled In the well known agate coffee 
pot. A little of all the diffeient re- 
cipes goes to make this coffee 
Flist 


the coffee bean from across the bests, 
then a little chlcoiy sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clailfy 
the mixtuie, which is "boiled up" 
and then "settled," wtih a few drops 
of cold water After that it is poured 
into the elaborate urn as if it had 
been made there. 


FRENCH COFFEE—The most per 


feet French coffee is made in the 
steam coffee pot, a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. 
The lower one 


Is filled wtih water. 
The water is 


heated by a small lamp and the st^am 
geneiated rises to the coffee and is 
condensed In the 
upper receptai le 


and comes back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of the coffee. 
None 


of the flavor is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee is said to be 
the strongest and most delicious made 
anj where 


ARABIAN COFFEE—The Aiablan 


coffee Is delicious in flavor, due to 
the freshly toasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon The cof 
feo is roasted fleshly 
every 
day 


After It Is thoroughly giound up 
or 


pounded it Is passed through a sieve 
and onlj the fine brown flour Is used 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used witli two oups of 
water 
and 


boiled together w ith a little piece of 
cinnamon 
It is boiled, then allowed 


to cool off and then boiled again un 
til it foims a thick paste, then half 
a cupful of boiling water Is added 
and the coffee is diunk in this semi 
thick state without sugar or milk.

The palm 
family 
bears 
longer 


leaves than any other known tree 
The Inaga palm, growing on 
the 


banks of the Amazon, 
has 
leaves 


which reach from 
35 to 50 feet 
in 


length, and 10 to 12 feet in breadth 
Specimens of the talepot palm, a na- 
tive of Ceylon, has been met with 20 
feet long and 18 feet broad 
These 


leaves are used by the natives to 
make tents, and, thus employed, they 
make very efficient shelters fiorn rain 
The leaves of the double cocoanut 
palm are often 30 feet long and sev- 
eral wide. The leaves of the canni- 
bal tree of Australia resemble bioad 
planks and 
are frequently 
15 feet 


long, 20 Inches broad and l'/i feet 
thick at the baso. These boardlike 
leaves all shoot out at the top and 
hang down so as to form a sort of 
umbrella around the stem 
The um- 


brella tree of Ceylon has leaves of 
such enormous size that a single one 
will cover from 15 to 20 men, and 
often serves as a canopy to a boat, 
or a tent for soldiers.

Mr. Carnegie Is an exception, 
since at the opening of the gymnasium 
of the University of St. Andrews, lu 
Dundee, Scotland, some months ago, 
he brought out the importance oi ab- 
staining from alcohol and tobacco as 
hindrances in the race of life. As the 
result of correspondence with Mr. Car- 
negie, we are in receipt of the Dundee 
Advertiser, containing an excellent re- 
port of his address. While pressing 
upon the young men the importance 
9t paying strict attention 
to their 


physical development that they might 
.tor a sound mind have a sound body, 
he said he should "like to call their at- 
tention to the possibility that even 
while they reap with one hand they 
might waste with the other, that they 
might indulge iu habits that neutral 
iced the good effects of their exercises 


"There were two such habits very 


common among the >oung men to-day 
The first and most serious was tho 
use of alcoholics. A dangerous habit 
very likely to cause grievous results 
all agreed; that it could cause no 
beneficial results all agreed. It was 
therefore the part of wisdom to ab- 
stain from the habit that might woik 
evil and could do no good That no ill 
effects were visible fiom indulgence 
during the vigorous period of >outh 
rendered the danger of serious conse- 
quences in after life still greater than 
if the ill effects were visible fiom the 
beginning.

:hat wKsn the valle> was opened foi 
settlement about six \ears ago the 
'• - arlginal owners of the land ran a 


Clause in all their deeds forbidding 
the manufacture and sale of llquoi 
on any and all property sold. Thus 
a prohibitory law of the most Iron 
clad kind has been fastened on the 
country. The natural result has been 
that the valley has been remarkably 
free from the e\il elements that too 
often dominate frontier communities, 
and crime of all kinds, and especially 
crimes of violence, have been exceed 
tngly rare. 
On the other hand the 


condition named has attracted a tern 
perate, thrifty and progressive class 
of settlers, who have placed the em 
phasls upon the building up of schools 
churches 
and 
Industrial 
establish 


ments rather than upon agencies of 
evil.

and wondered that "canned" paint 
should be used on such an important 
building when all painters know that 
pure white lead and linseed oil make 
the bv4st paint. 


Jt BO happened also that 1 knew 


white lead and linseed oil—not ready- 
mixed paint—were used on the White 
House, because I had just i^ad a book- 
let published by a firm of ready-mixed 
paint manufacturers who also manu- 
facture pure white lead. In that book 
the manufacturers admitted that for 
the White House nothing but "the 
best and purest of paint could 
be 


used," and said that their pure white 
lead had been selected. 


Above all people, those who attempt 


to write on historical subjects should 
give us facts, even if It is only a date 
or a statement about wood, or bi.ck, 
or paint, or other building material.

, Beef and Dairy Types. 


The- farmer who breeds or feet* 


?lther cattle or sheep for the block 
must not ignore the distinction be- 
tween the beef-making types of cattle 
and the dairy type, or the best typo 
H' mutton-producing sheep. He can- 
not afford to be ignorant 
on these 


points. 
They are of vital hnnovtance 


and determine profit or loss. 


Economy of production must be uS* 


derstood, and the 
successful 
stock 


owner must breed with this end in 
view, of making a certain amount of 
food produce 
the 
largest 
possible 


amount of gain, and such gain be rele- 
gated to the parts desired to be fin- 
ished according to the 
market 
re- 


quirements. The prime beef type calls 
for short limbs, but a broad, straight 
back, well-sp-ung ribs, broad chest, 
etc., and the broad back and ribs must 
be well covered with flesh and 
an 


even distribution of fut. 
The heavy, 


Inordinately fat animal has been driv- 
en out of market by the demand for 
one of different type. Another point 
In favor of the distinctly beef-produc- 
ing breeds as bred for the market is 
the fact that the beef of such animals 
is always superior to that of animals 
of distinctly dairy type. In our grand- 
fathers' days the excessively fat steer 
or cow, etc., was 
the 
one which 


"topped the market," avoirdupois be- 
ing the end generally sought then—it 
was tallow versus beef—those 
were 


the days of tallow candles. 
Other 


means of illumination and lubrication 
have been since discovered, and dis- 
tinctly fat or 
tallow-producing ani- 


mals have been relegated to the back- 
ground. 


A point which also must receive 


due attention, suggests the Country 
Gentleman, Is reference to the age of 
animals which are to be fed for mar- 
ket, i. e., the block. The young and 
growing animal fattens more easily 
than when grown or fully matured. As 
animals progress toward maturity, the 
gain for food consumed is much less. 
The young animal furnishes the most 
profitable carcass, and there is not a 
superabundance of fat 
where 
not 


wanted, this should receive attention. 
Early, maturity of animals for market 
may be accomplished 
by 
generous 


feeding of such cheap, coarse foods as 
the farm 
produces, combined with 


grain enough to give a suitable ration; 
the amount of grain may be moderate, 
except In the finishing up. 


As an example of the characteristics 


of beef and dairy types, take the Jer- 
sey or Ayrshire and compare them 
with the Hereford 
or 
Short Horn. 


Those who are at all acquainted with 
the former will admit that the llttlo 
Jersey was ne-xer Intended to be any- 
thing except what she Is, one of the 
best butter cows bred, a tyne of the 
dairy animal 
She Is, as a rule, lough, 


angular and bony, anil when fattened 
does not develop along the linos de- 
manded by the market, but instead 
accumulates fat around the Internal 
organs, while the 
prominent 
parts, 


back~and hips, are scantily clothed 
with flesh. The same may be said o£ 
the Ayrshire also. 


As to food, the Jersey 
ma? con- 


sume the same quality as the Here- 
ford, all things being equal, and the 
gain in weight may be nearly the 
same, but the Jersey does not lay on 
flesh readily, and on such parts of her 
anatomy as will bring the highest 
prices Tallow cannot compete against 
loin and rib roasts. The Hereford is 
capable of taking on flesh and fat In 
the proportion required, and finishing 
up to the point of highest excellence.

* The boring of what will be the long- 
est tunnel In the United States, and 
one of the longest in the world, has 
very recently been determined upo» 
by the Central Pacific Railroad 
com- 


pany. 


Chief Engineer William Hood ha? 


finished plans and reports for 
the 


proposed gigantic six-mile hole to be 
bored through 
the ' Sierra 
Nevada 


mountains in California a short dls 
tance west of the town of Truckee, 
Arlu. 


The object of this great tunnel is to 


cut down the present mountain climb 
of 7,017 feet by fully 2,000 feet, and 
thus eliminate many of the present 
curves and milch of the grade. Chief 
Engineer Hood's reports contain some 
modifications of his first series of sur- 
veys, made some years ago, and these 
will doubtless be approved by Presi- 
dent Harrlman, and work, It is expect- 
ed, will very soon be commenced on 
this great tunnel. 


It is estimated that the tunnel will 


cost not less than $10,000,000, and that 
among other things it will cheapen the 
annual expenses o< operating trains 
over the mountain division by fully 
1100,000. 
Being over 36,000 feet 
in 


length, the tunnel will be one of the 
longest in the world, and certainly the 
longest In the United States. 
The 


longest now in existence on this con- 
tinent is the 16,000-foot bore in the 
Cascade range In Washington on the 
Great Northern railroad.—Techn4ca)

To the Voters of th« Eighty-seventh 
Constitutional Delegate District: 
Since I have tfntered the nee for 
delegate to the constitutional conven- 
tion,. I consider it my bounden duty to 
proclaim where I stand in support of 
principles vital in importance to the 
people of this country at this time. 
I believe our constitution should deal 
with fundamental principles of govern- 
ment; with ordinances and provisions 
of a permanent nature, those essential 
to Hie and property. To these, most 
conscientious and intelligent attention 
must be given. 
The constitution will include a Bill of 
Rights, in which there should be writ- 
ten those political truths 
already 
worked out in the progressive history 
of representative government. These 
fundamental 
principles and proven 
political truths should be planted so 
deeply and intelligently into the founda- 
tion of our stated government that the 
absolute guarantee is given to the citi- 
ien, that every right and opportunity 
necessary to his peace, prosperity and 
happiness shall irrevocably be hts for 
all time. 
In constructing a constitution the 
people should differentiate 
between 
state organic law or constitutional re- 
quirements and statutory enactments. 
The people will remember that state 
legislatures may pass any law that the 
federal constitution or its own state 
constitution does not prohibit, while 
the 
national 
congress 
may only 
pass such laws as it is permitted to pass 
by the federal constitution. 
There 
should not be too much included in the 
constitution, but it must, most posi- 
tively, be seen to that it does not lack 
anything or contain anything, so that 
in the coming legislatures of the state 
it will ever occur, that the people's de- 
sires will be frustrated by the dictum: 
•'Unconstitutional.'' 
But my fellow citizens, in this day 
of 
Commercialism, when predatory 
wealth has such a gluttonous hand at 
the throats of the people, and organ- 
ized greed is so firmly intrenched, and 
the gates of wicked opportunity are 
opened so wide to the grafters, there 
are several questions of transcendant 
importance that must not wait for pos- 
sible corrupt legislatures to pass upon.

INITIATIVE AND REFERENDUM. 
That government which stays closest 


to the people is the most ideal and less 
apt to get beyond control. 
Therefore 
the initiative and referendum is the 
best safeguard against the government 
f 


etting beyond the reach of the people, 
would advocate these principles be- 
cause they give to the people the right 
to initiate, accept or reject legislation. 
These principles would serve as a death 
blow to the lobbyist's corrupting in- 
fluence, which has proved such a men- 
ace to equitable and just legislation. 


FREE SCHOOLS

To that end I would favor es- 


tablishing and maintaining, for as long 
a period as possible, in each year, a 
free school system. 
The state should 
manufacture and furnish free, or at 
cost, uniform school books, by this 
means breaking the shackles of the 
text book trust. 


SCHOOL FUND. 
Some estimate that Oklahoma will 
own practically fifty million dollars for 
school purposes. 
This should be zeal- 
ously guarded. 
If handled judiciously 
it will guarantee a perpetual school 
fund. 
I would favor a bonded school- 
land commission, elected by the people, 
to see that this fund is not in any way 
misappropriated. 
I would favor in- 
vesting the five million dollars given to 
! the state for a permanent school fund 
in the very best county, state, munici- 


I pal and school district bonds, provided 
same cannot be invested in coal lands 
as hereinbelow advocated. 
I would 
also advocate the retention of all school 
lands now owned by the state; and that 


I the revenues^from these lands, togeth- 
er with the interest derived from the 
above mentioned five million dollars 
shall constitute the available school 
funds of the state. 


COAL LANDS. 
In this connection I would advocate, 
above all, the appointment of a com- 


, mission to negotiate with the Indian 
I tribes and federal government for the 
' coal lands, exclusively for school par- 
poses. This commission to be empow- 
ered to appropriate the five million dol- 
lar school fund, or any part thereof, 
in obtaining said coal lands. This would 
bean ideal investment; because, first, 


i it would prevent the railroads from 
osvning and operating said mines and j 
controlling the price of coal (cheap fuel 
inevitably resulting). 
Second, the rev- 
enues derived from said lands would 
vastly enrich the state school fund. 


In the event the state should obtain 
possession of the c^al lands, I would 
favor dealing separately with the sur- 
face, dividing same into homesteads 
and town lots and offering same for 
sale, giving parties residing thereon 
the preferenee right of purchase. 


CORPORATIONS AND TRUSTS. 
The constitution should contain an 
iron clad anti-trust provision. There 
should be a corporation commission, 
elected by the people, such commission 
to be empowered to exercise all neces- 
sary supervision of corporations, in- 
cluding railroads; to see that corpora- 
tion charters are obeyed to the letter; 
that rebates and discriminations do not 
occur without just punishment; to 
compel, by the aid of the courts, strict 
obedience of the laws enacted for the 
protection of patrons, employes and 
honest competition. I would favor a 
| clause which shall forever put a check 
to immunity pleas of individual mem- 


i bers of law-breaking- corporations. 


I would favor not only fining the 


abstract corporation, for violation of 
the anti-trust law, but the imprison-1 
ment of promoters of all criminal cor- 
porations. 
.... 
! 
The constitution should forbid any 
railroad or other corporation to do 
more than acquire an easement on any 
land, and then only on such land as is 
necessary to furnish right of way, 
station grounds, or for shops or for 
some other necessary department of 
the corporation. And should the corpo- 
ration abandon its legitimate business, 
or have its charter forfeited, then the 
use and occupancy of said land shall 
revert to the original grantor, or his 
heirs or assigns. 


FREE TRANSPORTATION. 
The constitution should make it a 
criminal offense, punishable by impris- 
onment, for any public official to use 
or cause to be used free transportation 
from any corporation doing business in 
the state. 


FACTORY AND MINE INSPECTION. 
The constitution should provide for 
factory and mine inspection; state in- 
spectors to be men who know from 
actual experience or training how to 
ascertain and correct abuses, so often 
prevalent in factory and mine. 


CHILD LABOR. 
I am opposed to the youth of our 


land being prematurely employed in the 
mines and factories. There should be 
a constitutional provision protecting 
the boys and girls of the state in this 
respect. 


FELLOW SERVANT LAW. 
I favor a just and equitable fellow 
servant law. Common justice dictates 
that an employer should be responsible 
for the neglect or carelessness of any 
agency which he puts into operation or 
service; just as an employer is respon- 
sible for damages that occur from bad 
machinery, just so he should be held to 
liability for all damages that result 
from careless and incompetent labor- 
ers. 
Furthermore, the right of action 
to recover damages for injury or death 
should never be abrogated and the 
amount recoverable should never be 
subject to" any statutory limitation. 


RIGHT HOURS. 
The labor party should be respected 


in their demand that eight hours shall 
constitute a day's work in all under- 
ground mines and all works carried on 
by the state, county or municipal gov- 
ernment. When a man works the year 
'round, eight hours is enough. 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS. 


I believe the constitutional conven- 


tion should memorialize congress to re- 
move all the restrictions from all the 
lands of the tribal citizens except the 
homestead of full bloods, and to take 
from the Secretary of the Interior the 
control of the full bloods, and permit 
the proper courts of Oklahoma to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction over them in the 
matter of the remo\ al of his home- 
stead restrictions. 


LAND MONOPOLY. 
No corporation, whatsoever, should 
be permitted to buy and hold land for 
profit. The great mass of industrious 
farmers of our state should own and 
control the land interest, and the con- 
stitution should provide that no cor- 
poration, company or individual shall 
hoard up lands for speculative purposes. 
Nothing should deter Oklahoma becom- 
ing a land of many homes, and to that 
end my very best intelligence and most 
conscientious efforts would be pledged 
to secure a suitable enactment looking 
to the dethronement of the land and 
lease grafter. 


ALIEN LAND LAW. 
There should be incorporated into I 
our state structure an alien land law. 
Foreign corporations and capitalists 
should not be permitted to gobble up 
the land of our state thereby destroy- 
ing the opportunity of our people to 
own homes. 


A frienu remarked thata country not 
good enough for aliens to live in, la too 
good to steal in. That is true. 


GOOD ROADS. 
. A good road system is a monument 
to industry and thrift. 
If ever a peo- 


ple needed and deserved good roads, 
those of the Indian Territory section of 
the new state do. 
If elected your del- 
egate I will with all the energy and 
capability I possess, work toward the 
end of establishing and maintaining 
good roads. 
The constitution should 
make it mandatory upon the legislature 
to establish a road system. 


CONVICT LABOR. 
Convicts commit crime against the 
state and their labor should, as far as 
possible, redound to the public benefit. 
I hold that convict labor should be em- 
ployed altogether on public works, un- 
less in timS-of emergency. I am unal- 
terably opposed to convict labor com- 
peting with honest labor. The states 
of Kentucky, Tennessee, the Carolinas, 
Georgia ana Texas make the most ex- 
tensive use of their convicts at road 
building. This manner of road con- 
struction in these and other states 


, range from sixteen to sixty cents per 


i day. I believe that utilizing convict 
laoor on the public roads will lessen 
, the burden of taxation—certainly not 
an objectionable result.

TRANSFER OF CONVICTS. 


i 
If it can be done economically, I fa- 


vor having transferred as soon as 


< practicable, all 
able 
bodied 
Okla- 


homa and Indian Territory convicts 
from the northern prisons, said con- 
victs to be employed on public roads 
where they are most needed. 


TAXES. 
I believe that the part of the state 


now known vis Indian Territory, which 
will enter statehood existence free of 
debt, should have established for all 
purposes per year a maximum tax rate, 
which should apply alike to the Okla- 
homa Territory part of the state when 


the counties' included in-that division 
should become free of debt It is diffi- 
cult to determine at this time just what 
such rate should be, but certainly not 
greater than the tax rate in any other 
agricultural 
state of like financial 
strength and with respectable credit. 
I would advocate the most conscien- 
tious attitude in providing only for the 
most economical 
government. 
The 
building of luxurious statehouses and 
expensive courthouses should be dis- 
couraged. 
Every citizen between the 
ages of twenty-one and forty-five years 
should pay a poll tax. This should be 
applied to the common school fund. 


INTANGIBLE ASSET LAW. 
I would favor an intangible asset law 
closely akin if not identical to that of 
Texas. I have not yet mastered that 
law but it has been named as except- 
ionally strong by the best Demacratic 
thought. 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 
In every county there should be main- 
tained an equalization board, whose 
duty will be to revise the assessment 
rolls and correct any and all inequali- 
ties that might occur. 


HOMESTEAD EXEMPTIONS. 
Homestead and other exemption laws 
are essential to the protection of the 
mothers and children. These are our 
first creditors. I would favor a liberal 
exemption law of both country and ur- 
ban homes. 
Farming implements and 


household furniture should be exempt. 
The homestead should not be mortgaged 
or otherwise ineumbered for any other 
purpose than for purchase money or 
for money expended for improvements. 


INTEREST RATES. 
A clause governing rates of interest 
should be adopted. Good authorities 
advocate ten per cent as 
a maxi- 
mum amount for interest charged 
upon notes, and six per cent as a reg- 
ular legal rate upon open accounts and 
all indebtedness where the rate is not 
agreed upon and reduced to writing. A 
violator of this law, whether direct or 
indirect, should forfeit the interest 
charged and suffer in addition to this 
an appropriate punishment. 


INJUNCTIONS. 


Many courts of the land have abused 
their right to issue injunctions. The 
Colorado scandal is a shameful monu- 
ment to this abuse. I would earnestly 
advocate that the state constitution 
shall restrict the power of the courts 
to issue injunctions. 


BUCKET SHOPS. 
The price of farm products should 


not be influenced by tne operation of 
stock gamblers. And there should be 
a constitutional provision prohibiting it. 


ELECTIONS. 
Holding steadfastly to the principles 
of Democracy, I would advocate the 
establishment of a blanket primary 
election law, by which the people may 
directly express their preference for all 
public servants. 


BIGHT Or BBCALL. 
It you should employ an attorney or 
an agent to serve you in any capacity 
vou have aright to discharge him when 
he ceases to do this. I advocate that 
the people should have the same right 
in relation to their public servants. I 


I think the constitution should stand for 
. the right of recall. 
I 
THE RACE QUESTION. 
Unquestionably it is the unanimous 


decision of all Democrat* and gentle* 
men in this delegate district that there 
should always oe an absolute socia 
segregation of the negro from the In 
dian and whites. Of course, I would 
favor separate schools, separate coaches 
and separate waiting rooms.' 
I believe with all my heart that no

THE DAIRY COW

Former Needs Improving aa Much as the Latter — 


By C. P. Goodrich. 


There ba* been a great deal of time 


mnd breath and talk spent on the dairy 
cow. to try to improve her and to in- 
duce men to feed her and care for her 
better, so that she may be able to 
bring* more profitable results. Now, 
tbis 1* ail right; there has been none 
too much said or done In this line. 
At the same time. I will say that there 
has not been enough said about the 
dairyman. It is necessary that both 
should b« of the right type to Insure 
jsuccess. One can accomplish nothing 
without the other. Good dairy cows 
will bring no profit unless handled by 
• good dairyman, and a good dairy- 
man can make no profit unless he has 
<ood dairy cows 
For many years I have 
made a 


•tudy of the cow, studied how to pro- 
vide her with proper feed to enable 
her to do her best in giving milk; stwd- 
ied her likes and dislikes; observed 
how she craves a variety of food; how 
she liked a good, clean, healthy stable 
and how she enjoys a good bed. 
I 


When he saw V was about to write 


down what he said, he modified it a lit- 
tle by saying: 


"Say, I have not much love for 


them." 
As I looked around I saw oil at the 


"further end of the row of cows a grade 
Guernsey, a fine-looking dairy cow. I 
said: "What have you there?" "O." 
he replied, "the old woman claims her. 
She milks her and feeds her and pets 
and thinks the world of her, and so I 
keep her. But I hate her; she looks 
so like the devil!" 


The returns from 
the 
creamery 


showed that this herd barely paid for 
the feed they ate. 
Now, does any- 


body suppose that this man could ever 
succeed with a dairy herd? 
If he 


were given the best herd of dairy cows 
in the state, they would rapidly de- 
teriorate as dairy animals, because his 
breeding, selection and feeding would 
all tend toward making a beef herd. 


When I was attending farmers' Insti- 


tutes in the state of Michigan a few 
years ago, I talked at a meeting where

have studied the form of the best pro 
itucers by the hour In my own stable 
and at every other place where I had 
opportunity 
The cow stable Is a de- 


lightful place for the true dairyman 


Of late years I have been stud) ins 


men as well as cows, and I find that 
the man who dislikes the dairy cow 
and spends as little time as possible 
in her society at the cow stable, will 
not succeed well with her. If he hates 
the cow she will hate him, and will 
not do well for him 
If he loves his 


cow she will come to htm when he re- 
turns home from a few days' absence 
to be petted and talked kintllv to 
It 


reminds me of that verse in Mary's lit- 
tle lamb 
"What makes the lamb love Mary so? 


The eager children cried 


Why, Mary loves the lamb >ou know. 


The teacher she replied " 
While fanning is the best business 


in the world and dairying for the man 
who by nature and education Is adapt- 
ed to It, is the most profitable and sur- 
est of bringing good returns of any 
branch of farming, there are many 
farmers who may do well with most 
kinds of live stock, always 
fall 
in 


dairying to get returns enough to pay 
for the feed their cows eat. In every 
place where I have taken a cow ce-nsus 
of the patrons of a creamery I have 
lound such men. 


In a recent census I took in this 


<*tate I found two neighbors, one of 
rwhora received In returns from the 
creamery $66 per year per cow, while 
the other got only $22 per cow, just 
|One-third as- much. The one got two 
'dollara 
for 
every 
dollar's worth 


lof feed his cows ate, 
while the 


other 
got 
85 
cents. 
The 
one 


iloved his cows, took pride In them, 
studied them, studied how to feed and 
care for them so as to give them the 
most comfort and make them produce 
the most 
He liked his business and 


It made him a happy man 


The other took no pride In his cows. 


He kept them, and said, because he 
knew that to keep his farm up he must 
keep some kind of stock to eat up at 
least part of the products of the land 
to keep up the fertility. But he spent 
Just as little time with his cows as pos- 
sible and was never 
salsfled 
with 


them 
In looking his cows over 
I 


thought I saw some symptoms of Jer 
Bey blood and said so 
"Yes," he said, "I had a Jersey bull 


once." Then I noticed some 
that 


showed a little mixture of Ayrshire 
blood. He said he had an Ayrshire 
once. Then as I spoke of some that 
had the look of Galloways he said 
"I had a Galloway once, and they arc 
the best of all." Now If that man was 
fitted to keep any kind of live stock 
at all, It surely was not dairy stock. 


Another farmer I visited while tak- 


ing this census I must tell you about. 
He bad a large farm, good buildings, 
good horses, a fine flock of 
Shrop- 
shire sheep and good hogs. When I 
came to look at his cows I saw they 
were blocky, broad 
backed, 
beefy 


cows. I said to him: "You don't like 
dairy cows?" He said emphatically: 


"I have no love for a dairy cow." 


there were but a few dairymen 
But 


I talked about the dalr> cow as well 
aa I could, told how prosperous the 
Wisconsin dairymen weie how rich 
their land was and how high it sold 
and so on. 


After 
the meeting adjourned 
a 


bright, Intelligent looking man camo 
to me and said 


"I have a large farm, have been in 


the beef business for many >ears, but 
for the past few jeai-s there is very 
little profit in It. Would >ou nd\ise 
me to go Into the dairy business0 ' 


I looked at the man and saw that he 


was probably 60 yeais of use I was 
In doubt of what I ought to sav 
He- 


fore saying anything I put my hand 
in my pocket and diow out a picture 
of Brown Bessie (I alwajs carr> the 
picture of some famous cows) 
and 


held that before his e>es 
I watched 


his countenance but I did not see his 
eyes kindle with delight and a glow 
of enthusiasm overspread his face, aa 
would have been the case had he been 
a lover of the daiiy cow 
1 think 


Brown Bessie was the most pei feet 
type of a dairy cow that I ever saw, 
and I cannot even now look at her pic- 
ture without a quickening of the pulse. 
I said to him 
"What do you think 


of that picture'" He said- 


"Oh, I suppose she is a very good 


cow for milk." 


"Do you not think she Is the most 


beautiful cow you ever looked at'" 


"Oh, no," he replied, almost in tones 


of disgust. 


"Why'" I asked. 
"She Is too sciawny; too bony," he 


replied. 


Then I said: 
"Don't you go Into the dairy busi- 


ness; you are too old to learn to love 
a dairy cow, after having spent your 
life so far in cailng for and admiring 
beef animals " 


I still believe my advice was right, 


I have seen other men who wete past 
middle age make the change this man 
contemplated, and In almost every in- 
stance it proved a losing business 


It will be seen that although I think' 


dairying the most delightful as well as 
profitable business, I do not believe In 
all trying to be dairymen, for they can- 
not all succeed at It. 


We are sometimes told that 
we 


ought not to talk and preach so much 
In favor of dairying, because If we 
Induce everybody to keep more cows 
the business will be overdone 
and 


prices go down so low that no one pan 
make It pay. But we need not be 
alarmed. The consumers of dairy 
products in cities and manufacturing 
districts are Increasing faster than are 
good dairymen and good dairy cows. 


My conclusion la this: 
All good 


dairymen who love the 
dairy cow 


should increase the number and im- 
prove the quality of their cows, and 
they will increase their profits as the 
years go by, while the men wno hate 
dairy cows and are consequently mak- 
ing no profit out of them had better 
quit pretending to be dairymen, and If 
there is any decent, honorable busi- 
ness that they are fitted for they had 
batter do that.

M*n Will Not Stay No Matter Wh*t 


Inducements Are Offered* 


Battle Creek, Mich..—Farmers around 


Battle Creek who expected an Im- 
provement in the farm labor proposi- 
tion this summer are 
disappointed. 


Not only are harvest hands aa scarce 
aa 'they were a year ago, but they are 
even harder to get. have advanced 
Ideas as to the wages, and make the 
farmers agree to concessions that a 
few years ago would have created 
untold laughter. 
Good farm hands are getting 
as 


high as $1.60 a day within a few mllea 
of Battle Creek, with Aboard and lodg- 
ing thrown In, nnd in' many cases the 
use of a horse and carriage. 
One 


farm hand, hired in Bedford 
town- 


ship, demanded 
that his employer 


give him the use of his piano two 
hours every evening, and the de- 
mand was granted, the farmer's fam- 
ily vacating the parlor while the har- 
vest guest practices. 
He is taking 


piano lessons in town, driving In with 
the farmer's horse. 


The trouble does not end with tho 


inability to secure men to work for 
hire. Farmers' boys are still leaving1 
the nine dollar a week jobs on the 
farm, with good food and beds, to 
corns to town and work for less, live 
in cheap lodging houses, and eat poor 
food"The only available men we get nt 
present," said a Penfleld farmer, "are 
men from town used to clerking or 
running street cais or such labor 
A 


few days on the farm tires them all 
out, and keeps us hiring new men 
I suppose it will shock city folks to 
hear It, but the beat wotk on many 
(arms in Calhoun county this sum- 
mer Is now being done by women 
folks. The boys are anxious to go to 
town nnd 'throw on dog' The girls 
aio the most willing to help their 
farmer fathers in 
the 
fields. 
it 


doesn't sound nice, does it' But what 
aie you going to do when men won't 
farm out at $150 a day and free 
boaid?"

Precautions That Will 
Sav* 
Work 


After the Vacation. 


Every housewife who closes her 


home several weeks in the summer 
time knows the unpleasantness of re- 
turning to find everything coated with 
dust. And she retains distinct recol- 
lections of the real work entailed in 
the dusting and 
shining processes 


that must be gone through with. 


A little trouble given to the packing 


away of certain things before the 
house is closed will make all the dif- 
ference In the world when the time 
comea for reopening the house. 
In 


the first place, the rugs should 
be 


aired and cleaned and then rolled and 
placed in a clean, dry closet where 
there are no moths. If there are car- 
pets on the floors do not neglect to 
sprinkle them with camphor or some 
other moth preventive, for the weeks 
when the house is closed provide a 
harvest for the greedy little pests. 


Bed and table linen should be put 


away into the linen closet and all the 
table and bureau covers nicely folded 
away. If there Is any delicately col- 
ored upholstery It should be covered 
with cretonne slips. If these things 
are done It will be a small matter to 
put the house in order again. 
Per- 


haps the most essential thing is to 
make, sure that no sewer gas will get 
Into the house while the pipes are un- 
used. The best plan is to give all the 
pipes in the house a good washing out 
with hot suds to which has 
been 


added some washing soda; then let 
the water run through for some min- 
utes. 
Pour glycerine into the pipes 


just before leaving. It Is not readily 
absorbed and 
is an excellent pre- 


ventive against the poisonous gas.

with any mateiial that will keep out 
the dust should be In good condition 
when the family retains, for theie Is 
no moisture In the service pipes to 
cause discoloration or rust.

ican coffee, supposedly made in the 
colonial coffee urn, Is usually first 
boiled In the well known agate coffee 
pot. A little of all the diffeient re- 
cipes goes to make this coffee 
Flist 


the coffee bean fiom across the beas, 
then a little chlcoiy sometimes and 
an eggshell or a whole egg to clailfy 
the mixtuie, which is "boiled up" 
and then "settled," wtlh B few drops 
of cold water After that it is poured 
into the elaborate urn as if it had 
been made there. 


FRENCH COFFEE—The most per- 


fect French coffee is made in the 
steam coffee pot, a tall brass affair 
with two receptacles. 
The lower one 


Is filled wtlh water. 
The water Is 


heated by a small lamp and the strain 
geneiated rises to the coffee and Is 
condensed In the 
upper receptai le 


and comes back again filled with the 
delicate aroma of the coffee. 
None 


of the flavor Is allowed to escape, 
and the steam coffee Is said to be 
the strongest and most delicious made 
anj where 


ARABIAN COFFEE—The Aiablan 


coffee Is delicious in flavor, due to 
the freshly toasted coffee berries and 
to the presence of cinnamon The cof- 
feo is roasted fleshly 
every 
day 


After It ia thoroughly giound up 
or 


pounded it is passed through a sieve 
and onlj the fine brown flour Is used 
Two teaspoonfuls of this flour are 
used with two cups of 
water 
and 


boiled together w ith n little piece of 
cinnamon 
It Is boiled, then allowed 


to cool off and then boiled again un 
til it foirus a thick paste, then half 
a cupful of boiling water Is added, 
and the coffee is diunk In this semi 
thick state without sugar or milk.

Cook ten minutes, 
cover with a paste made from a heap- 
Ing plot of sifted flour, a teaspoonful 
of pu«ar and two of baking powder, 
with enough sweet milk to make a 
soft dough. Spread this over the ap- 
ples, cover the kettle closely and cook 
25 minutes without uncovering. Serve 
with lemon or foamy sauce.

palm are often 30 feet long and sev- 
eral wide. The leaves of the canni- 
bal tree of Australia resemble bioad 
planks and 
are frequently 
15 feet 


long, 20 Inches broad and 1% feet 
thick at the base. These boardlike 
leaves all shoot out at the top and 
hang down so as to form a sort of 
umbrella around the stem

brella tree of Ceylon has leaves of 
surh enormous size that a single one 
will cover from 15 to 20 men, and 
often serves as a canopy to a boat, 
or a tont for soldiers.

1762. 
In 1814 It was burned by the 


British and rebuilt in 1818. 


Another of the errors in the article 


referred to was the statement that 
ready-prepared paint is used on tho 
White House to make it beautifully 
white. 
I noticed this especially because I 


have used considerable paint myself 
and wondered that "canned" paint 
should be used on such an important 
building when all painters know that 
pure white lead and linseed oil make 
the bv»t paint. 
Jt BO happened also that I knew 


white lead and linseed oil— not ready- 
mixed paint — were used on the White 
House, because I had Just vad a book- 
let published by a firm of ready-mixed 
paint manufacturers who also manu- 
facture pure white lead. In that book 
the manufacturers admitted that fop 
the White House nothing but "the 
best and purest of paint could 
be 


used." and said that their pure white 
lead kad been selected. 


Above all people, those who attempt 


to write on historical subjects should 
give us facts, even if it Is only a date 
or a statement about wood, or bi.ck, 
or paint, or other building material.

A SALOONLESS COMMUNITY. 


Pioneer Town of California Wher* 


the Curse of the Rum Glass 


Is Unknown. 


The pioneer towns In the Imperial 


valley in lower California have sev 
eral unique features besides that ol 
being considerably below the le\el ot 
the sea. One of these is the depth 
of the soil, all alluvial, which Is sale* 
to be not less than 700 feet, and an 
other Is the fact that there la not a 
•aloon nor a gambling place in th€ 
whole valley with its present popula 
lion of 10,000 souls. This happj con 
iitlon is owing primarily to the fact 
:hat wKsn the valle> was opened foi 
settlement about six \ears ago the 
- arlglnal owners of the land ran a 
clause in all their deeds forbidding 
the manufacture and sale of llquoi 
on any and all property sold. Thus 
a prohibitory law of the most Iron 
clad kind has been fastened on the 
country. The natural result has been 
that the valley has been remarkably 
free from the evil elements that too 
often dominate frontier communities, 
and crime of all kinds, and especially 
crimes of violence, have been exceed 
Ingly rare. 
On the other hand the 


condition named has attracted a tern 
perate, thrifty and progressive class 
of settlers, who have placed the em 
phasls upon the building up of schools 
churches 
and 
industrial 
establish 


ments rather than upon agencies of 
evil.
